Even the actual entry of women soldiers into battle on the East- 


mi front has been insufficient to imbue the ranks of the recalcitrant 
troops of the Russians with patriotism. They are still deserting in 
large numbers in Galicia, leaving a \irtually tree, open road for fresh 
advances by the Germans and Austro-Hungarians. 


From the Baltic to the Black sea only at one point along the long

England. — The British submar- 


ine C-34 has been sunk by a submar- 
ine it wa's offli-ially announced today. 
The sole survivor was taken prisoner. 


The British submarine C-34 
was 


built in 1909, one of eight craft of iden- 
tical design. She was a boat of 313 
tons and a maximum draft of 12 feet, 
with a speed of 11 knots above water 
and 10 submerged. She was equipped 
with two tubes and carried a comple- 
ment of 16 men.

No Key Point; Strength Need- 


ed For Heavy Thrust 


Washington, D. C., July 25.—No at- 


tempt la made here to minimize the 
seriousness of the situation on the 
war theatres in Europe. The United 
States 
is 
in the war and will go 


through with it all. but any hope of a 
short struggle has gone glimmering 
with the apparent 
almost complete 


collapse of the Russian war machine. 


The development was 
not unex- 


pected by the American army officers. 
When the offensive of July 13 was 
started by the Russian army, most ob- 
servers were frankly skeptical that it 
would produce any decided gain. 


For the United States the Russian 


collapse may ha\e an immediate and 
direct bearing. It will, if the German 
general staff presses its advantage, re 
lieve additional German forces to bol 
ster up the western front w here the 
American forces will be used. 
The 


German line in the east has not been 
seriously impaired at any point, ora 
cers here believe. They do not claim 
to know specifically the situation al 
along the battle front, but they are 
unable to see that the'Butish or the 
French have taken from the Germans 
any key point which can be used next 
vear to hurl the Germans back on the 
Rhine.

SUMMONING MEN FOR EXAMINA- 


TION; STATES APPEAL BOARDS 


Washington, D. C, July 25.—Prep- 


aration for actual mobilization of the 
national army went ahead here today- 
while the local selection 
boards in 


many paits of the country began sum- 
moning for examination the men on 
the draft lists 


There are numerous details to work 


out before those summoned can be 
transferred to the military establish- 
ment and be sent to the cantonments. 
The entire force, however, will be 
ready with the exception probably of a 
few disputed cases by the time the 
sixteen cantonments are ready early 
in September 


Provost Marshal General Crowder 


under whose jurisdiction the selective 
draft men will remain until they are 
transferred to the books of the ad- 
jutant general as soldiers, pointed out 
today that the local boards actually are 
selection not exemption boards. Their 
primary purpose he said wae to select 
from registered men those qualified 
for military service. The men they 
turn away from examination will be 
rejected rather than exempted because 
of physical disability 
or 
for other 


reasons. 


Information reaching Washington 


indicates that the selection boards are 
taking the view of their work that 
makes that name fitting for'them. 


When they certify any man to the 


higher board as held for service the 
man becomes a soldier and subject to 
the soldier law. The Quotas for the 
various districts probably will be as- 
sembled first at their district head- 
quarters when the call comes.

NAME MEN OFJPPEAL BOARDS 


Governor Sajs None of Them Was 


Chosen for His Political Ixxinlngs.

Getting the Best Results Out of a Fore- 


quarter of Lamb. 


Are you aware of how much you can 


got from a foreqnartor of lamb? If It 
is cut correctly It should give a rack 
of lamb (French chops) and a shoulder, 
besides the neck and tho breast, -which 
may be boiled 


From these last parts one can make 


croquettes, a meat loaf, minced lamb 
on toast and salad, besides many oth- 
er cooked meat dishes The shoulder 
can be filled and roasted, boiled with 
caper sauce or pot roasted. 


The rack, which is made up of dainty 


French chops, is the choicest part of 
the entire Inmb, and If the butcher 
cuts the forcquarter correctly there 
will bo twelve delicious chops. These 
may be cut na needed or roasted in one 
piece 


To cut the forcquarter correctly re- 


move the shoulder and take out all the 
boiie; cut off the neck and breast, then 
remove the chine and the chops. Don't 
throw awuj- the bones and trimmings. 
Boll and strain them, then set aside 
to cool and remove the fat, which then 
can be used for deep fat frying.— 
Washington Star.

association antedate it—Franklin, con- 
stituted in 1703; Mt. Upton, in 1797; 
Milford, in 1S04 and Gilbertsville, in 
1806. 


An examination of the rolls of the 


early church organization at Meredith 
reveals the names of many families 
still prominent in Delaware county af- 
fairs. The number of constituent mem- 
beis at the organisation of the church 
was 34. The first preacher was Elder 
Lake. He was followed by Nathan 
Stils.on and Elder Sears, who was the 
first pastor of the present organization, 
beginning his pastorate Apnl 1, ISIS, 
One of the most influential pastors the 
church has known was Rev. G F. Post, 
who served the chuich for seven years.

THE UMBRELLA AM ILLUSION?

The psychology of the* umbrella Is 


worth studying. It does not really, of 
course, protect the Individual from the 
rain. It does little more than shelter 
his head. The rain strikes his legs and 
his body just the same. But it saves 
the rain from striking one's face, which 
is disagreeable. It gives a certain illu- 
sion of shelter and thus shelters the 
psychology more than it does the body. 


We now have waterproofed clothing, 


which Is a much more effective protec- 
tion than the umbrella, but people go 
on buying and using umbrellas just the 
same. Their bodies do not really need 
them, but their minds have become ac- 
customed to them. Meanwhile letter 
carriers and policemen go without 
them and do not seem to get any wet- 
ter than other people do. 


It is probable that a colored umbrella 


protects a woman's psychology In a 
rainstorm bettor than a black umbrel- 
la would. Having chosen the color in 
accordance with fashion and her own 
taste in tints, she has, as it were, a 
canopy of consciousness over her, af- 
fording her a fine protection.

SASH WINDOWS. 


Probably a Dutch Invention of the Sev- 


enteenth Century. 


The history of sash windows is some- 


what obscure, but the probability is 
that they were a Dutch invention and 
that they were introduced Into Eng- 
land soon after the revolution of 16SS. 
The derivation of the word "sash" in 
this sense is the Dutch "sas," a sluice 
-old English "sasse." In Queen Anne's 
reign they were yet so comparatively 
uncommon as to be mentioned as a 
special feature of houses that were ad- 
vertised as "to let." In the Tatler, for 
instance, May 27-30, 1710, there is this 
advertisement: 


"To be lett, In Devonshire Square, 


near Bishopsgate, a very good Brick 
House of 3 Rooms of a Floor, and a 
sood Hall, with very good light and 
dark Closets, the whole House being 
well wainscoted and sash'd witn 30 
Sash Lights." 


From 
EnglamT they passed into 


France, where the first to put them 
up was Marshal de Lorge at his new 
house at Montmartre. Speaking of this. 
Lister in 1G99 writes in his "Journey 
to Paris:" ""We had the good fortune 
here to find the marshal himself. He 
showed us his great sash windows, 
how easily they might be lifted up and 
down and stood at any height, which 
contrivance, he said, he had out of 
England."—London Standard.

POTATO BLIGHT T1TREATEXS. 


Weather Conditions Favorable To Its 


Spread. 


The potato crop of Otsego and Dela- 


ware counties, which heretofore has 
been most promising 
of 
any, now 


seems to be seriously threatened with 
blight. 
The attacks of late blight are 


worse in damp, foggy weather, when 
it spreads with lightning like rapidity 
from hill to Mil, and field to field. 
If 


present weather conditions continue 
indications are that heavy damage will 
be clone to tint particular crop. 


A 4-5-50 Bordeaux mixture made up 


of. four pounds of copper sulphate, 
(blue vitriol) and five pounds of lime 
to 50 gallons of water is of sufficient 
strength to control the blight. 
Stone 


lime or hydrated lime should be used. 
Air slaked lime, stone or ground lime 
stone should never be used. 
Bordeaux 


mixture ia a preventatlve not a cuie. 
It is useless to spray after the vines 
have become Infected with the fun- 
gus. 
It is necessary to keep the leaves 


covered with Bordeaux to prevent in- 
fection. 
They should he sprayed at 


least every ten days, and preferably 
every week during the wet wpather. 
When potato bugs are troublesome add 
Paris green one pound to 50 gallons of 
Bordeaux or arsenate.of lead. 
The 


stock solution of lime 
is 
made b> 


slacking a bushel of good stono lime 
or lump lime in a ban el, using at first 
only enough water to cause the lumps 
to crumble 
into fine pieces. Later 


more water Is added to make a paste, 
and finally enough water to make 50 
gallons. This constitutes a stocky so- 
lution of one pound of lime to each 
gallon of. water, lljdrated limo may 
be used Instead of stono lime.

Interstate Commerce Commission Re- 


adjust* the Shipping Bates. 


A dispatch from Washington, D. C., 


says: 


Readjustment of rates on milk and 


cream from points In New York, New 
Jersey and Pennsylvania to Philadel- 
phia and New York was ordered today 
by the Interstate Commerce commis- 
sion. 
The commission found that 


the present system of basing freight 
rates on zones operated to the disad- 
vantage of shippers from 
near-by 


points and was induly preferential 
to distant shippers. 


The zone system, under which rates 


of from 23 to 32 cents per 40-quart 
can were charged for milk shipment 
from one to 450 miles was ordered 
discontinued October 1 and a new 
schedule providing rate 
of 
15 H 


cents to 48% cents for shipments from 
one to 630 miles was ordered put into 
effect. 


Rates on cream will b^ 25 per cent 


more than on milk. Under the old 
system they were from 60 to 90 per 
cent more.

When Ysaye recently Inspect- 
ed the wonderful collection of violins 
owned by Rudolph Wurlltzt? and play- 
ed on a Ruggiero, a Stradlvarlue, a 
GuarnerluB, an Amatl, and so on, some 
of our reader* may have asked why 
American makers do not copy those 
old masters. "We reply that every de- 
tail of the great Italian makers has 
been studied for more than 100 years. 


Vfe have discovered every secret of 


the old masters except the recipe for 
their varnish. 
That Is the mystery. 


"Surely," claim some of our readers, 
"this Is a secondary consideration. If 
you have good wood well put together 
you must have a good violin, no mat- 
ter what the varnish Is!" We shall 
see. Hills of txmdon, the well known 
violin experts and makers, In the book 
"Antonio Stradivari—His Life 
and 


Works," say: 


"Though the wood and also construc- 


tion and dimensions be perfect, the re- 
sult will be astonishingly bad If the 
Instrument be badly varnished. Hence 
we are disposed to classify the rela- 
tive Importance of material, dimen- 
sions and constructions and varnish as 
follows: First, varnish; second, 
con- 


struction and dimensions; third, mate- 
rial." 


So here we have an acknowledged 


authority stating that the most impor- 
tant factor In the tone of a good violin 
13 the varnish. And does the quality 
of the lost varnish mean that the old 
makers were men of genius? Not a 
bit of It. Apparently they were just 
good workmen whose product could be 
equaled today In any civilized country 
tf the varnish could be discovered. 


That this secret should be lost is on 


of the amazing facts of history. It la 
inconceivable to us that 200 years 
hence no one will be able to supply the 
shellac varnisL that can be found In 
any painters' supply shop today. Anc 
yet this is what has happened to the 
varnish used by the Cremona makers 
it has simply been forgotten; that Is 
all. It was no secret a few hundrec 
years ago. 
We find chairs, tables, cab 


Inets and bedsteads of the period cov 
ered with the golden, lustrous varnish 
of Amatl and Stradlvail. 


The old violin makers used It because 


It was cheap and easy to procure. It 
began to go out of general use in the 
sixteenth century because it was lounc 
to be too soft for the wear and tear of 
furniture. It was still used by the vio 
lin makers, however, rsone of whom 
seems to have left the recipe. Perhaps 
they did not know It 
The average 


cabinetmaker today need not know 
low to make the varnish he buys by 
the gallon. Thus the varnish,which 
was used by the whole Italian nation 
for two centuries Is now an unknown 
mixture of mysteries. 


Whence came the gums and oils of 


;ho old Italian varnish? We have rea- 
son for believing that they were not 
ndigeneous to the Italian soil. 
We 


mow that much of the maple'used by 
;he violin makers of the day came 
from Turkey. 
Stradavart often used 


he straight grained maple of the Ital 
an Alps for his cheaper instruments, 
''or bis wealthy patrons he used a 
icautlful curly maple that came from 
Turkey. Why from Turkey? The rea- 


on Is obvious. Venice and Genoa held 
command of the eastern trade of Italy, 
t was cheaper to import maple to 
Venice by sea than to carry It over 
and from northern Italy. But when 
he Venetian oar makers came across a 
ilece of maple too curly to be strong 
mough they sold it to the violin mak- 
TS. The beautiful backs of the best 
itradivarlus 
violins, 
therefore, 
are 


made-from wood that the oar makers 
ejected. 
Now, if the gums and oils of the old 


varnish came from the orient it would 


ecome more and more difficult to pro- 
ure them In proportion as the Vene- 
ian trade diminished.

The Turks waged a war 
gainst the opulent and powerful re- 
ublic of Venice from 1645 to 1669. For 
tie first thirteen years of the'elghteenth 
entury Venice had a certain amount of 
•cace. But in 1718 Venice, by the peace 
of Passarowitz, abdicated her rank In 
Europe, became a nonentity In politics 
and saw her trade begin to dwindle. 
Venice, the former mighty queen of the 
Adriatic, lost her great oriental trade. 


Is it any wonder that the oriental 


gums should disappear from her Im- 
ports when the cabinetmakers no long- 
er used them? The little that the violin 
makers needed was too small to keep 
the trade alive. Then In 1750 a patent 
was given by, the king of Franco to Si- 
mon Martla for a period of twenty-flve 
year» for the newly discovered process 
of making the much more durable and 
glossy copal Tarnish. 
That was the 


finish of the old Italian varnish, wrong- 
ly called "Cremona" varnish. 


If the secret or lost process of the old 


varnish makers could be discovered we 
believe that Gnamerins and Stradiva- 
rlna and all the rest of them would 
loaa th» title of geniuses they have so 
long enjoyed and bo considered merely 
good workmen. It Is as difficult today 
to mako a chair and cover it with the 
mysterious Tarnish as it la to reproduce 
the famous old violins.

RICE FIELDS OF JAPAN. 


Mostly Tiny Gardens, but Thay Feed 


50,000,000 People. 


Almost one half of the land capable 


of cultivation In Japan Is planted in 
rice. 
Handkerchief 
gardens would 


perhaps best describe the littie rice 
fields, many of which are no larger 
than a tennis court, are equally flat 
and are surrounded by rims of earth 
to bold the water when the fields are 
flooded. The average rice field la Ji 
paan is about one acre and a half in 
size; but, large or small, each flelc 
must be leveled, and each must have 
Its rim or dike. Then there must bo 
a system of canals to bring water to 
the fields and another system of ditch 
es to take It away when It is no longer 
needed. 


If the land were fairly level the 


preparation of the ground, which Is 
all done by hand, would not be to 
hard nor would it require such vast 
amounts of human labor, but Japan 
is a mountainous country. Terraces 
must be cut from the steep hillsides 
and so leveled that they will hold the 
water at a uniform depth over the 
small fields. 


It is said that there are 12,000 


square miles of rice land in Japan, the 
greater part of which ha» been pre- 
pared witb an almost infinite amount 
of labor. That area of Jfind cultivat- 
ed In rice virtually feeds a nation of 
50,000,000 people. 


The little fields are usually perma- 


nent, and frequently a farmer owns 
three or four scattered fields. That 
further increases the work of caring: 
for his crops. In recent years, how- 
ever, the government has tried to con- 
solidate the holdings of farmers by a 
process of land exchange. — Youth's 
Companion. 


Grafting * Rabbit'a Spin*. 


Dr. A. "W. Mayo-Roblnaon reports to 


the British MeUlcal Journal the suc- 
cessful use of a piece cut from a rab- 
bit's spinal cord as a graft between 
the cut ends of the median nerve In a 
man's arm, from which two- and a half 
Inches had been removed. 
He also 


grafted « hit <if the rabbit's sciatic 
nerve to fill a gap in the ulnar nerve. 
The paralysis, for which the operation 
had been performed, *rradnally disap- 
peared, and In sis years the muscles 
of the lower arm and hand were per- 
forming their duties normally. 


Canea of Rhinoceros Horn. 


Probably some of the most expensive 


canes to manufacture are those from 
rhinoceros horns. Such a cane, when 
made of one piece of horn, often costs 
as high as $500. The high price is due 
to the expert treatment which the 
rhinoceros' horn requires immediately 
after the beast has been elalo.

Montezuma's Castle. 


In the Verde valley, twenty-six miles 


southeast of Clarkdale, Ariz., is a re- 
markable ruin known as Montezuma's 
castle. It is one of the finest and best 
preserved monuments left by a people 
linowiti as the ancient cliff dwellers. 
The castle is on the right bank of the 
beautiful tree fringed Beaver creek, 
three miles from the Inland town of 
Comp Verde, and occupies a natural 
depression In the vertical limestone 
cliff 340 feet from the stream and 
eighty feet above It The castle prop- 
er is five stories, each story receding 
by several feet, and is substantially 
built. The masonry Is admirable when 
It is considered the rude stone imple- 
ments with which the builders had to 
work. 
The stones are squared and 


faced and laid In cement that has stood 
the wear of centuries. The lintels over 
the <3£crs are of hewn cedar.

In 
the perpendicular front of the white 
and gray and yellow limestone cliff, 
about halfway up, is a huge circular 
natural cavity, and therein stands the

Last month nearly all the British 
troops not having near relatives in the 
British isles have been coming to Paris 
on leave, and so the newly landed 
Americans find plenty of comrades able i 
to speak their common language. 


The Yankees warmed up particularly 


to the Canadians, among whom are 
many Americans, but the greatest sur- 
prise came at the way the French offi- 
cers and poilus fraternize with their 
new allies. The warmest feeling exists 
between the French and British soldiers 
and officers, of course, but when they 
first met three years ago as allies they 
were too busy fighting for their lives 
to spend much time in friendly inter- 
course. 


The Americans, however, are landing 


just at the time when the allies have the 
Germans "on the hip," and the French 
are throwing off thoir clannlshness to 
welcome the Yankee tars and marines 
affectionately. 


Another factor Is that after three 


years' contact with the British nearly 
every French person knows ft few words 
of English—hello, choero, good luck and 
similar expressions—and they are using 
them overtime on tho Americans.
